sition ojE warden or keeper in a lunatic 
asylum is one of the most unplea.saiit 
that can be imagined; but when an of- 
ficer accepts the ])osibion lie does so 
with a full scnstj of tlu- ri s]ionsibili- 
ties and duties that will devolve upon 
hini. He knows that hn is to come in 
hourly contact with irrcspon.sibhi be- 
ings who hourly abound in whiin.s and 
, crotchets, who can scarcely bo trusted 
..for a moment out of the sight of aguard- 
ian, and who not unfrequently at- 
tempt the live:i of those having them 
in charge. He knows that while tirm- 
ne.s.s is an essential in dealing with 
hia patients coolness and equabil- 
ity of 'tem])er are alike necessary. 
Should ho be subject to ^-iolent lits of 
passion in the midst of which he in- 
llicts corporeal punislmu'ut nw those 
who are entrusted to liis ' ..i should 
he introduce a dietary sr.uu under the 
operation of which thn patients, being 
underfed, droop and die; or should he 
neglect them or deny thetn comforts or 
lu.xuricH that are deemed necessary to 
keep body and soul together, lie is sure 
that his cruelty, neglect or nicaimess 
will not l)P discovered, for wiio woukl 
listen to the plaint of a lunatic shoukl 
he implore the visitor or passer-by to 
"stay and hear my tale!" The public 
must have been painfully aflected by 
the official returns of tiie cost of main- 
tenance of each ])atienf in the lunatic 
asylum under the new reyiiiir. It was 
published on April 1st — All Fools' 
Day! — an appropriate and fitting occa 
sion — and set forth that tlic daily cost per 
patient was 39 7 10 cents, as against a 
daily cost of 52i| cents uiuler the jire- 
ceding aduiiaistralicui, 'I'his was con- 
sidered a remarkable and gratifying 
saving, and was so trumpeted by the 
Government and its supporters. But 
it occurred to .some one to inquire as 
to the hygienic state of the establish- ^ ^ 
ment for the period covered by the j ''Z*^ ' ^ 
economies, and in response to the in- | 
quiry there was laid on the table of j 
House, then in session, a return which j 
stated that since the removal of the | 
patients to New Westminster there j 
Lad been five deaths — the average of j 
patients being 36*.

We 
may be even told that the lives were 
not sacrificed in an effort on the part 
of the Government to a])ply Banting's 
rules to the patients; but we think it 
will bo a difficult matter to e.'cplain 
how an official return came to state 
the number of paticnt.s dead as five 
when the actual numljcr deceased is 
seven. We have before us the names 
of seven patients who are rejiorted to 
have crossed the Dark River during 
the period named. The names of two 
do not n]jpear on the oflicial list of 
deaths, although their friends were of- 
ficially notified of their decease. The 
Government liave been repeatcilly 
urged to institute an inquiry; but they 
evidently regard an inquiry into the 
manner in which the lunatic asylum is

A correspondent of the iVeue Zurich- 
ci- Zeitxinrf, writing from Zigdidi, in the 
Government of the Caucasus, on the 
14th of April, describes a shocking mas- 
sacre of Jews, which occurred in the 
village of SatBchcheri, in that neighbor- 
hood. At the beginning of the month 
tho body of a child was found in a 
wood, and seven Jews of the place 
were accused by tho Christian villagers 
of having killed and secreted it for 
their Easter sacritice. They were ar- 
rested and taken before tho District 
Judge, but immediately dismissed, as 
it was testified by a medical witness 
that the child had died from natural 
causes, and that the wounds found on 
tho body were the work of wild ani- 
mals. Rejoiced at the issue of their 
trial, the Israelites of the village assem- 
bled at tho house of one of their num- 
ber to celebrate the event by a dinner; 
but in the midst of their feasting thi^y 
were surprised by a party of Christian 
villagers, who burst into the house a.xe 
in liand, killed si.'^ of the inmates on 
the spot, and grievously wounded many 
more. The narrator of tho incident al- 
leges that the priest of the Greek 
Church of Batschcheri was tho instiga- 
tor of this act of ferocious fanaticism. 

Referring to the will of the late 
Lord Leitrim, tho Freeman's Journal 
says that the litigation which it was 
tbouglit would arisQ out of it is practi- 
ciilly at an end. The Earl, who left 
an estate of £.10,000 a year, willed it 
away from his heir, tho present Earl, 
and to his kinsman, Colonel Clements. 
The UGW Earl took the preliminary 
steps for disputing tho will, but the 
Freeman's Journal believes that en 
amicable arrangement, under which the 
Earl will get about £10,000 a year, 
has closed the dispute.

La.lios who belong 
to it only will be able to get at the 
lowest possible prices the latest 
fashions in dress — -they will also have 
a share in the profits of tho establish- 
ment. Tho purchase of even a single 
share in the As.sociation gives participa- 
tion in the shop's profits and privilege 
of dealing at it. It is an excellent 
project, and the enormous success of 
the other co-operative stores in large 
centres of European [lopulation is an 
earnest of the future state of this one. 
Tho profits of a popular milliner and 
dressmaker are said to be absurdly and 
unreasonably large. 

There has been some excitement in 
the parish of Ednsor, near Langton, 
England. The vicar engaged a young 
curate from London, ^Ir, Roberts by 
name, to till the jiulpit during his lioli- 
davH, and when he came back found 
Mr. Roberts so popular that he can- 
celled the engagement; and when Mr.
